PART 1 


The Broadcasting Act 


Part I of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
purposes of the Board. 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Board, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, charges of facilities, 
and charges of location of broadcasting stations; provide authority for 
the establishment of retworks; limit the participation in broadcasting 
stations by "noneCanadian interests"; set conditions governing political 
broadcasting; and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and sus- 
pension of station licences. Under the authority vested by the Act, the 
Board has enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio 
(AM) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Board of Broadcast Goverrors!' Procedure Regulations. 


Part II of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. The Corporation is an operating body established 
"for the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with 
power, inter alia, to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and 
networks of broadcasting stations; establish, subject to the approval 
of the Governor in Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corpora- 
tion considers necessary and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting 
stations for the broadcasting of network programs". 


The Board and the Corporation both report to Parliament through 
the Secretary of State.

6. Applications for Changes in Power and Facilities 


Fifty-five applications were heard for increases in power or 
for other changes in facilities of radio and television stations and 
they were all recommended for approval.

PART IV 


Changes in the Regulations 


Under the provisions of Section ll of the Broadcasting Act, 
the Board enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio 
(AM) Broadcasting Regulations and the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regula- 
tions. 


The Radio |) Broadcasting Regulations were amended by SOR/ 
65-189 and SOR/65-519. The first amendment requests financial informa- 
tion and the latter requires the consent of a person before his inter- 
view may be broadcast. 
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The Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations were amended by SOR/ 
65-191, SOR/65-293 and SOR/65-533. SOR/65-191 requests financial infor- 
mation. SOR/65-293 refers to commercial messages and requires certain 


material to be kept for four weeks. SOR/65-533 refers to the maximum 
amount of time for commercial messages. 


The Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations were amended by SOR/ 
65-190 and SOR/65-294. The former requests financial information and 
the latter requires that certain material be kept for four weeks. 


Appendix F lists the amendments enacted by the Board in 
1965-66. 


PART V 


Enforcement of the Regulations 


The Board has noted a number of instances where there ap—- 
peared to be infractions of the Board's Regulations. However, a satis- 
factory explanation was received in each case and none of the instances 
were considered to be serious enough to warrant prosecution. The 
Board'is continuing to check the operation of broadcasting stations 
and to make tapes of programs for comparison with the logs which have 
been submitted to the Board.

The Broadcasting System at March 31, 1966 


Appendix B lists the components of the broadcasting system 
at March 31, 1966. 


1. Revenue and Expenditures of Broadcasting Stations 


The broadcasting stations' Annual Report, which jointly 
serves the three government agencies charged with the administration 
of the industry, is the source for the financial data that follows, 


The information represented here relates only to the private 
sector of the industry and to stations filing three consecutive Annual 
Reports including a complete return for 1965. 


Radio 


A comparison of 186 radio stations on a year to year basis 
indicates a steady increase both in revenue and operating profit for 


the years 1963-5. 
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Broadcasting revenue increased 10.5%, 1964 over 19633 wand 2 
further 6.8% for 1965 over 1964, amounting to a 3-year overall increase 
of 17.9%. The operating profit for this group of stations was Up ols 
1964 over 1963, and a further increase of 13.9%, 1965 over 1964, re- ‘ 
sulting in a 52.8% growth over the three-year period. Of the 186 radio 
stations in this analysis, 40 reported an operating loss in 1965. 


Television 


Fifty-one television stations reported an aggregate total 
revenue of $68.9 million for the year 1965. The three-year returns 
indicate an increased television broadcast revenue of 16.3%, 1964 
over 1963, and 18.6%, 1965 over 1964, thus reflecting the continued 
growth of the medium. The aggregate profit of the 51 stations in 
1965 was $13.1 million. Of the 51 stations in this analysis, six 
television stations have recorded operating losses in 1965. 


The nine television stations in the major markets have par-— 
ticipated in the general improvement of the whole industry, with broad- 
cast revenue up 20.3%, 1964 over 1963, and a further 23.3%, 1965 over 
1964. 


All of the nine major market—television stations recorded 
an operating profit in 1965; their aggregate net operating profit 
increased 18.5%, 1964 over 1963, and 79.7%, 1965 over 196k. 


1. CATV Applications 


A statement issued by the Minister of Transport on July 22, 
1964, provided that the Board should examine CATV applications to see 
whether they were "unlikely to make the operation of any existing sta- 
tion uneconomical or to inhibit the provision of Canadian alternate 
television service in the area concerned", 


In the fiscal year ended March 31, 1966, the Minister re- 
ferred 82 CATV applications to the Board. The number included appli- 
cations for new licences, extensions of existing systems, and changes 
in the channels carried. The Board found that 72 of them, in its 
judgement, would not make the operation of existing TV stations un- 
economical or inhibit the provision of alternative service. 


2. Colour Television 


The government's willingness to permit immediate applica- 
tions for licences under the Radio Act for colour television trans- 
missions to begin on January 1, 1967, was announced to the House of 
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Commons by the Secretary of State on June 15, 1965. It was also an- 
nounced that the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation would be authorized 
to install colour television equipment at Expo '67 and to modify trans~ 
mission and network facilities for the same purpose. 


The original time table was later revised in a joint state- 
ment made by the Secretary of State and the Minister of Transport and 
following representations from the electronics and broadcasting indus- 
tries to permit a three-phase implementation program as follows: 


(1) “A test, adjustment and training period after normal night— 
time programming hours to begin on July 1, 1966. 


(2) A shake-down period for regular colour transmissions to 
begin on October 1, 1966, and 


(3) Normal colour transmissions fully meeting technical require- 
ments to begin January 1, 1967. 


In his statement the Minister of Transport announced his in- 
tention to seek the Board's recommendation before dealing with appli- 
cations for colour transmissions under the Radio Act. 


The Board in its announcement of November 18, 1965, stated 
its plan to give special attention at public hearings to applications 
for the introduction of colour transmission where such a development 
might adversely affect either the introduction of alternative broad- 
casting service or the extension of service to unserved areas. And 
in a further announcement of January 28, 1960, the Board indicated 
the categories of licences it planned to recommend in order to provide 
authority (A) only to transmit programs in colour received through a 
network, the CBC or CTV networks, (B) to transmit network colour pro- 
grams and to produce and transmit colour film programs and announce- 
ments, and commercials on film or slides, (C) to add to the require- 
ments under (B) the installation and operation of colour videotape 
equipment and (D) to produce and transmit colour programs by all 
means available.

3, Committee on Broadcasting 


The Board supplied information to the Committee on Broad- 
casting as requested. Following the release of the Report of the 
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Committee, the Board passed to the Secretary of State, but did not 
publish, a brief statement of the views of the Board on some of the 
matters referred to in the Report. 


4, Amendments to Regulations 


During the year under review there was a total of seven 
amendments to the Board's regulations, i.e. two amendments of the AM 
radio regulations, two amendments of the FM radio regulations and 
three amendments of the TV regulations. The amendments of the AM 
radio regulations consisted of two additions, the amendments to the 
FM radio regulations consisted of one addition and one change and 
the amendments of the TV regulations consisted of one addition and 
two changes. 


Generally the amendments dealt with financial returns, 
program logs, broadcasting generally, interpretation, beer and wine 
advertising and advertising generally. 


The seven amendments to the regulations were as follows: 


FM Regulations 


These were amended, effective the 29th day of April 1965 
and the 17th day of June 1965 by SOR/65-190 and SOR/65-294 respec- 
tively. 


ine first amendment consisted of an addition to the regula- 
tions, i.e. a new section (16A.) which requires the following to 
submit certain financial statements and/or information to the Board: 


1) Generally every licensee within ninety days from the end of the 
fiscal year; 

2) A licensee who changes the fiscal year of any station he is 
licensed to operate within ninety days of the commencement of 
the new fiscal year; 

3) Every person who is granted a licence to operate a station within 
thirty days from the commencement of broadcasting operation; 

4) A purchaser of the assets of a station who intends to apply 
for a new licence to operate a station on the same frequency 
as that station within thirty days from the date on which he 


commences to operate; 
5) Any licensee upon written request by the Board. 


The second amendment which revoked subsection (5) of Section 
4, and substituted a new subsection (5) reduced the period of time for 
which stations must keep certain material, i.e. from a period of 6 
months to a period of 4 weeks. It also broadened the definition of 
the material to be kept to include telephone conversation programs, 
interviews, commentary, editorials and discussions. 


AM Regulations 


These were amended, effective the 29th day of April 1965 and 
the 3rd day of November 1965 by SOR/65-189 and SOR/65-519 respectively. 
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The first amendment consisted of an addition to the regula-— 
tions, i.e. a new section (16A.) which requires the following to sub- 
mit certain financial statements and/or information to the Board: 


1) Generally every licensee within ninety days from the end of the 
fiscal year; 

2) A licensee who changes the fiscal year of any station he is 
licensed to operate within ninety days of the commencement of 
the new fiscal year; 

3) Every person who.is granted a licence to operate a station-within 
thirty days from the commencement of broadcasting operation; 

4) A purchaser of the assets of a station who intends to apply 
for a new licence to operate a station on the same frequency 
as that station within thirty days from the date on which he 
commences to operate; 

5) Any licensee upon written request by the Board. 

y The second amendment consisted of a minor deletion from and 
two additions to Section 5 of the existing regulations, which deals 
with broadcasting generally. The first addition provides that no 
station or network operator shall broadcast any telephone interview 
or conversation with any person, unless that person's verbal or 
written consent to the interview being broadcast has been obtained 
prior to the broadcast of the interview. The second addition provides 
that the consent is deemed to have been given in certain particular 
circumstances, 


TV Regulations 


These were amended, effective the 29th day of April 1965, 
the 17th day of June 1965 and the 3rd day of November 1965, by SOR / 
65-191, SOR/65-293 and SOR/65-533 respectively. 


The first amendment consisted of an addition to the regula- 
tions, i.e. a new section (17) which requires the following to submit 
certain financial statements and/or information to the Board: 


1) Generally every licensee within ninety days from the end of the 
fiscal year; 

2) A licensee who changes the fiscal year of any station he is 
licensed to operate within ninety days of the commencement of 
the new fiscal year; 

3) Every person who is granted a licence to operate a station;within 
thirty days from the commencement of broadcasting operation; 

4) A purchaser of the assets of a station who intends to apply 
for a new licence to operate a station on the same frequency 
as that station;within thirty days from the date on which he 
commences to operate; 

5) Any licensee upon written request by the Board. 


The second amendment consisted of three parts as follows: 
1. The revocation of paragraph (ea) of subsection (1) of Section 


2 of the existing regulations and a substitution thereof by a new para- 
graph (ea) which broadened and clarified the definition of "commercial 


message", 
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2. The revocation of subsection (5) of Section 4 of the existing 
regulations and a substitution thereof by a new subsection (5) which 
reduced the period of time for which stations must keep certain mate- 
rial, i.e. from a period of 6 months to a period of 4 weeks. The new 
subsection also broadened the definition of the material to be kept 
to include telephone conversation programs, interviews, commentary, 
editorials and discussions. 


3. The revocation of paragraph (e) of subsection (2) of Section 
10 of the existing regulations and the substitution thereof by a new 
paragraph (e) which effects minor changes in the prescribed method 
of calculating the time which is allowed for beer and wine commercials 
per given program lengths. The Schedule to subsection (2) of Section 
10 was revoked and substituted accordingly. 


The third amendment consisted of two parts, as follows: 


1. The revocation of paragraph (e) of subsection (1) of Section 
2 of the existing regulations and the substitution thereof by a new 
paragraph (da) which redefines "broadcast time" and a new paragraph 
(e) which adds a definition of "clock hour" to the interpretation 
section of the television regulations. 


Ae The revocation of Section 8 of the existing regulations 
and the substitution thereof by a new Section 8 which provides (a) 
that no station or network operator shall, during any clock hour, 
broadcast commercial messages the aggregate duration of which ex- 
ceeds 12 minutes, and (b) that the 12 minutes may be exceeded up to 
a maximum of 13 minutes for any clock hour so long as the excess 
over the 12 minutes is compensated for by an equivalent reduction 
of the commercials of the preceding or the succeeding clock hour.

"The Board of Broadcast Governors, pursuant to section 11 of the 
Broadcasting Act, is pleased hereby to amend the Radio ( AM) Broadcasting

Broadcasting Regulations, as amended, in accordance with the Schedule hereto 
effective the 29th day of April 1965.

new fiscal year. 


(3) Every person who is granted a licence to operate a station 
shall, within thirty days from the commencement of the broadcasting 
operation of the station, file with the Board a financial statement 
in the formset out in Schedule C showing the financial position of 
the station as of the day that the broadcasting operation was com- 
menced. 


(4) Where the purchaser of the assets of a station intends to

PART I 


The Broadcasting Act 


Part I of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
. purposes of the Board. 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Board, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, changes of facilities, 
and changes of location of broadcasting stations; provide authority for 
the establishment of networks; limit the participation in broadcasting 
stations by "non-Canadian interests"; set conditions governing political 
broadcasting; and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspen- 
sion of station licences. Under the authority vested by the Act, the 
Board has enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio 
(AM) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Board of Broadcast Governors! Procedure Regulations. ' 


| Part II of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broad- 

casting Corporation, The Corporation is an operating body established 

"for the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, 
inter alia, to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and networks. 
of broadcasting stations; establish; subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corporation con- 
Siders necessary and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting. stations 
_ for the broadcasting of network programs". 


The Bard and the Corporation both report to Parliament through 
the Secretary of State.

Amendment of Regulations 


During the year under review, there were two amendments .to the 
Board's regulations, one to the FM Radio Regulations and one to the TV 
Regulations. 


The FM Regulation amendment dealt with the hours of simultaneous 
broadcasting with co-owned AM stations, and the TV amendment dealt with 
classified advertising and commercial messages. The amendments were as 
follows: 


(a) FM Regulations 


These were amended, effective the 8th day of March, 1967, .by 
SQk/67-101. This amendment consisted of replacing the existing sub-. 
section (1) of Section 12 with the following substituted subsection: 


"t12, (1) Every person who is licensed to operate an FM broad- 
casting station and who also controls the licence of an AM 
broadcasting station serving the same market shall, unless 
the Board otherwise stipulates, cause the FM station to 
broadcast programs that are not being broadcast simulta- 
neously on the AM station controlled by that person for not 
less than 
(a) two hours per day during the first year of operation 
of the Fil station; 

(b) four hours per day during the second year of operation 
of the Fil station; and 

(c) six hours per day during the third and each subsequent 
year of operation of the FM station." 
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(b) TV Regulations 


these were amended, effective the Sth day of March, 1967, as 
published in SOR/67~102, These amendments were to affect the definition 
of classified ai:nouncements and of commercial messages by adding sub- 
section (db) to subsection (1) of Section 2, and substituting a new para- 
graph (ea) for the then existing paragraph (ea) of subsection (1) of 
Section 2. The amendments also inserted a new Section 7(A) dealing with 
classified announcement programs. ‘These sections read as follows: 


"(db) 'classified announcement! means an announcement respecting 
goods or services offered or sought by persons not nor- 
mally engaged in business of dealing in those goods or 
services; " 


"(ea) ‘commercial messaye' means any commercial announcenent and 
includes any announcement that mentions an advertiser, any 
product or service of an advertiser or any activity being 
promoted by an advertiser, including any such mention in a 
list of prizes, but does not include any classified announ- 
cement or any announcement made on behalf of a station or 
a network that does not contain the name of any other ad- 
vertiser or his products;" 


"Classified Announcement Proyrams 


(A. A station operator may, on any day, broadcast one program 

consisting of classified announcements if the program 

(a) has a duration of not less than fifteen minutes and 
not more than one hour; 

(b) is broadcast after midnight and before four o'clock 
in the afternoon; and 

(c) is identified as a classified announcement program in 
the log of the station,"

PART V 
Enforcement of the Regulations 


Altnough the Board noted a number of instances of infractions 
of regulations, in most cases satisfactory explanations were received 
from the licensees, so that in fact it was only necessary to institute 
6 prosecutions. 


The offence in the case of television stations was the violation 


of Radio (TV) Broadcasting iiegulation 8 and in the case of radio stations, 
the violation was of Radio (Ali) Broadcasting Regulation 7. Prosecutions 
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were launched and fines were awarded against Stations CAUK-'V itegina, 

Chilv-TV Windsor, CKCO-TV Kitchener and CiTM-'TV Montreal. Prosecutions 
were also successfully launched and fines awarded against UKPI Peter- 

borough and CJCH Halifax, 


the Board's check on the operation of broadcasting stations, 
the examination of logs and the monitoring of programs has been inten- 
sified, with a resultant decrease in the rate of infraction of regula- 
tions.

ltevenue and kxpenditures of Broadcasting Stations 


The broadcasting stations! Annual Report, which jointly serves 
the three government agencies charged with the administration of the 
industry, is the source for the financial data that follows. 


The information represented here relates only to the private 
sector of the industry and to stations filing three consecutive Annual 
teports including a complete return for 1966. 


Kadio 


A comparison of 20) stations on a year to year basis indicates 
a steady increase both in revenue and operating profit for the years 
1964-1966 (Table I). 


Broadcasting revenue increased 9.1%, 1965 over 196, anda 
further 13.5% for 1966 over 1965, amounting to a 3-year overall increase 
of 23.9%. ‘The operating profit for this group of stations was up 15.5%, 
1965 over 196, and a further increase of 33.3%, 1966 over 1965, resul- 
ting in a 54.0% growth over the three-year period. Of the 204 radio 
stations in this analysis, 2 reported an operating loss in 1966. 


Television 


Sixty-one television stations reported an aggregate total 
revenue of $6.6 million for the year 1966 (Table II). ‘The three-year 
returns indicate an increased television broadcast revenue of 18.1%, 
1965 over 196), and 14.24, 1966 over 1965, thus reflecting the continued 
prowth of the medium but at a lesser rate. The aggregate profit of the 
61 stations in 1966 was $16.0 million. Of the 61 stations in this ana- 
lysis, 11 television stations have recorded operating losses in 1966, 
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through 1966, as has the whole industry.

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Other Matters of Concern to the Board 


1 oe CA Applications 


Under the policy and procedures announced by the Minister of 
Transport on July 22, 1964, the Board continued to advise the Minister 
on the possible impact of CATV applications on existing broadcasting 
stations or on the provision of alternative service. 


In the fiscal year ended March 31, 1467, the Minister referred 
91 GATV applications to the Board. The number included applications fox 
new licences, extensions of existing systems, and changes in the channels 
carried. ‘The Board found that 8h of them, in its judgement, would not 
make the operation of existing television stations uneconomical or 
inhibit the provision of alternative service. 
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2e Colour Television 


The Board has dealt with applications for the introduction of 
colour in four categories: (A) only to transmit programs in colour re- 
ceived through a network; (B) to transmit network colour programs and 
to produce and transmit colour film programs and announcements and com- 
mercials on film or slide; (C) to add to the requirements under (B) the 
installation and operation of colour videotape equipment; and (D) to 
produce and transmit colour programs by all means available. 


The Board has recomnended approval of the following number of 
applications in the categories described above:

It was not found necessary in the public interest to recommend 
the rejection of any of the applications referred to the Board. 


3e Parliamentary Comittee on Broadcasting, 
Films and Assistance to the Arts 


The Chairman, Vice-Chairman and the third full-time menber 
appeared twice before the Committee; and two statements were presented 
to the Gomnittee. 


Statement of Decemver 15, 1966 (itinutes of Proceedings and 
Evidence lwo. 31): 


"Dr. Andrew Stewart: (Chairman, Board of Broadcast Governors): 
hie, Chairman and members of the Committee, 1 am pleased to have with 
me the Vice-Chairman, ir. Juneau, and the third full-time menber of 
the Board, tir. Sim, to support me in this presentation to you. We 
are in your hands. 


We have prepared at the Chairman's request a statement which I 
hope is not too long and we would like to go through this with you 
before dealing with your questions. 


As you know, there are 15 members of the board, the three full- 
time members and l2 part-time members and in discussions in the board 
on the White Paper, the board decided not to attempt to express a col- 
lective judgment on the White Paper or on any part of it, for your 
Committee. they did wish that on your call the full-time members 
would apoear before you in order that we might assist in exploring 
the matters which are dealt with in the White Paper. 
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Canadians live close to their radio sets and their television 
screens, and their relations with the media are very intimate. I 
think this is evident in the strong reactions which they display to 
what they see and hear. JI am reminded of a description of broadcasting 
which was made by the President of the Columbia Broadcasting System 
some time ago, when he said it was captious, carping, cantankerous and 
controversial, and this seems to be the atmosphere in which we have to 
work. People as audience react differently to the signals and messa- 
ges on the radio and television and there seems to be no homogeneity 
in the public as audience. This is not only true of the public at 
large, but I think inescapably it is also true of any group of repre- 
sentative Canadians with respect to the media, waether it be Parliament 
itself, 1 suspect the Parliamentary Committee, the directors of the 
CBC or the Board of Broadcast Governors. ‘he reality of diversity not 
only complicates the role of the broadcaster who has to try and operate 
in this situation, it also complicates the task of those who have the 
responsibility to interpret the public interest in setting the frane- 
work in which broadcasters may operate. We would ask you not to expect 
complete unanimity among the members of the board, more than you would 
expect it among yourselves. I would not like this to be interpreted 
as implying that we are always in sharp disagreement, but I would 
think on any matters, if individual members of the board were before 
you and you were pursuing particular points with them, in depth and 
in detail, you would arrive at differences in nuances in wnat they had 
to say about things. 


it is our view that there are probably many different arrangements 
for the regulation and control of broadcasting in the public interest 
which might, in practice, work reasonably well. ‘The board sees the 
White Paper on Broadcasting as a significant attempt to devise for the 
regulation of broadcasting, workable arrangements. Jt is our view, 
after some years in this field, that the workability of any arrange- 
ments depends on a clear appreciation of the procedures to be followed 
in the decision making process, and we do have some questions with 
respect to particular parts of the White Paper to which we have tried 
to address ourselves, and to which we would like to direct the atten-~ 
tion of the Committee. 


Members of the Committee might be interested in knowing of action 
which has been taken by the board in carrying out its functions under 
the Broadcasting Act and in anticipation of new legislation. In what 
follows immediately, the headings, in fact; refer to portions of the 
White Paper, 


Section 8 in the White Paper, under the heading Ownership of Cana-. 
dian Facilities, refers to multiple ownership, cross-media ownership 
and non-Canadian ownership in broadcasting. ‘The board has recently 
sought the advice of a research organization with a view to developing 
a planned program of research into multiple ownership, cross-media 
ownership and perhaps other structural features in Canadian broadcas- 
ting which might have an effect on the availability and flow of. infor- 
mation in the broadcasting media. 


There is a reference on page 11 of the White Paper to the profit: 
potential of stations and regulatory procedures with reference to this. 
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The board has entered into an agreement with a firm of chartered 
accountants with the objective, among other things, and |] quote from 
the agreement: 


eeetO review and analyze the financial operating results of the 
privately owned Canadian television stations and U.7.V. network, 
so as to provide financial and operating information in a form 
which will be useful to the board in assisting the operations of 
the stations. 


Il should say that we do get, on a regular basis, annual financial 
returns from the stations, but we think that this audit will be helpful 
to the board, 


On page 10, under the section on the structure on broadcasting, 
there is a reference to alternative television service and in the com- 
ments, which we will make later on tne White Paper, we refer to the 
support which has been given by the board in recommendations which have 
already been made with respect to the policy of providing alternative 
television service, which is described in the White Paper as "an amenity 
now regarded as almost a necessity of life", through extension of 
repeater facilities of the CBC. 


The board announced on October 5, 1966, that it would be ready to 
receive applications for second Canadian television service alter 
February, 1967. In the meantime, we have engaged the services of con- 
sultants in undertaking an analysis of the markets which ar2 now ser- 
viced by one Canadian station and which are therefore the markets in 
which alternative television service will be provided. 


in a further section of the White Paper, on'page 10, there is re- 
ference to the ultra high frequency band. ‘The board held a special 
public hearing on October 25 and 26, 1466, on the general subject of 
the opening up of the UHF band for television service. Jn the subse- 
quent announcement in November, the board said: 


it is evident to the board from the submissions it received at 
the public hearing, from educational authorities with respect to 
educational television, from the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
with respect to the national broadcasting service, and from pri- 
vate commercial broadcasting, that the public interest can be 
served by early utilization of UHF channels in a number of loca- 
tions. 


The board therefore recommends that the Minister of Transport 
should now accept applications involving the use of UHF channels, 
and should forward these to the Board of Broadcast Governors as 
required by, and for the purposes set out in, Section 12 of the 


Broadcasting Act. 


L believe the same announcement referred to the opening up of the 
two major metropolitan centres, iiontreal and Toronto for additional 
service, and these are already served by two or more stations. The 
Board has had a policy which has been in effect since the start of the 
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hearings and the licensing of second television stations in 1961 of 
not hearing applications for additional stations. The announcement 
indicated that we would not hear these until a change of policy was 
announced. Following the public hearing in October the board announced: 


The board is advising the Minister of Transport that, also 
after February, 1967, the board will be prepared to hear any: 
applications for additional television licences in hontreal and 
Toronto, and to recommend on then, 


We are preparing an announcement which will indicate that the 
earliest date on which hearings on additional applications for ljontreal 
and Toronto would proceed is June of 1967, 


The White Paper notes that we are approaching the time at which 
Slenals will be distributed by space satellite and the board has an- 
nounced a public hearing for larch, 1967, on a proposal which involves 
operating a coast to coast network of stations through a space satel- 
lite. 


With regard to the section of the White Paper dealing with educa- 
tional television on page 12, the Vice-Chairman of the board has engaged 
in discussions with provinces in this connection with a view to imple- 
wenting the policy outlined in the White Paper for the development of 
educational television. 


Finally, in a general way, steps are being taken to enlarge the 
establishment of the board and to develop the necessary expertise to 
meet the intentions of the White Paper in such areas as those of re- 
search, informiation on programming and on the wire systems or community 
antenna television systems. 


lic. Chairman, having reviewed these activities of the board, the 
remainder of our stateient involves comments on the substance of the 
White Paper. The section of the White Paper on page 7 under "Public 
Control of Broadcasting" and the sub-heading "General Principles", 
dravs a very important distinction between responsibility for the 
physical structure of the broadcasting system and responsibility for 
propranuing and the first part of our statement has reference to the 
physical structure of the system and the later part deals with the 
matter of programming. 


With reference to the physical structure of the system there are 
three quotations from the White Paper which 1 think perhaps you might 
allow me to read, because they point up the particular points which we 
think are significant. rom page 8 I quote: 

In the new legislation, Parliament will therefore be asked to 
authorize the Governor in Council to give formal directions to 

tie repulatory authority, dealing with the structure of the systen, 

which may then be put into effect after suitable public discussion. 


The quotation from page 9 simply restates this: 
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aeeauthority will rest with the Governor in Council to give formal 
directions to the board on the over-all pattern of coverage to be 
followed; ... | 


So the pattern of coverage is the structure of the system. From 
page 7 [ quote: 


eeesince the coverage of the national broadcasting service must be 
provided by the public element ...the physical structure of the 
system as a whole is a matter for the government, which is respon- 
sible to parliament, to decide. — 


May 1 refer back to points which we make in the introductory para- 
graphs, where we say: 
eeelt 19 cur View that the workability of any arrangements depends 
on a clear appreciation of the procec s to be followed in the

there are certain questions in our minds with respect to the proce- 
“dures by which the policy of direction by the Governor in Council to 

the board would proceed. First of all, how will the Governor in Council 
arrive at the directions? On what information; on what advice? 


Secondly, how will the cabinet convey its formal directions to the 
board? Linking this with paragraph 3 of the White Paper with reference 
to the words "suitable public discussion" what arrangements will be 
made for public discussion of such directions which initiate from the 
Governor in Council? 


Further, under discussion generally of the physical structure of 
the system, we wish to repeat a point which has been touched on in 
reviewing the activities of the board, particularly with respect to 
the alternative television service. This is, cf course, not the only 
area of decisions affecting the physical structure, but it is a point 
on which we want to put some emphasis. The extension of alternative 
television service affects the structure of the system. This matter 
is touched on in the first paragraph of page 10, but in our reading of 
this section, the policy with respect to alternative service is not 
clear. The board has recommended that extension of alternative tele- 
vision service should proceed through rebroadcasting or repeater faci- 
lities of the public service. In its public announcement of October 
5, the board said: 


It will be the policy of the board in dealing with the exten- 
sion of alternative television service to do so in a manner which 
will not prevent or seriously endanger the realization of the ul- 
timate pattern of a CBC outlet and a private outlet wherever 
alternative service is available. it is the opinion of the board 
that the best long-run pattern of alternative television service 
is a combination of a public broadcasting station that is an outlet 
of the CBC carrying the CBC national network service, and a private 
broadcasting station, that is a privately owned station carrying 
the private network service. 
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the White Paper does not exclude the ultimate establishment of 
such a pattern. The immediate reservation of channels for the CBC 
in Victoria, Saskatoon, Sudbury and Saint John-Fredericton is a 
move in this direction, The establishment of outlets in these 
four centres may be as. far as the CLC can go in the immediate 
future. In its approach to the licensing of second, privately- 
owned outlets, the board will be concerned to put no permanent 
obstruction in the way of achieving the most desirable long-run 
pattern of alternative television. 


That ends the quotation from the board's announcement. Still 
further, with reference to the physical structure of the system, we 
would like to raise a point with respect to the difference between the 
public element in the system and the private element. it seais to us 
quite clear that the government, on behalf of parliament, must decide 
on the physical structure of the public part of the system, which in- 
volves capital expenditures of public funds. The necessity of the 
government making decisions with respect to the structure of the pri- 
vate element is less clear to us. We suggest that, given the principle 
that the public element should predominate, which is a principle en- 
dorsed in the White Paper, and policy directions on the expansion of 
the CbC, the growth of the private element could proceed on the basis 
of the capacity of private investors to provide this service subject 
always, of course, to the conditions and regulations of the board. 


I turn now to refer to the general principle with respect to pro- 
gramming and some aspects of it. I quote from page 7 of the White 
Paper: 


It is almost universally recognized that the regulation of pro- 
gramming must be entirely and demonstrably free from improper 
influences and pressures, and can therefore best be delegated to 
an independently constituted authority which is not subject to any 
form of direction in that regard. 


And again on Page 7: 


These fears can best be dispelled by providing statutory machi- 
nery which distinguishes clearly between the total delegation of 
authority over programming on the one hand, and ultimate authority 
over the structure of the system on the other. 


With respect to this, and with emphasis on the words "total dele- 
gation of authority", we would wish to be sure that the implications 
of total delegation of authority to some independent body are fully 
understood. 


With reference to this exercise of authority over progranming, the 
ianner in which the board, as the independently constituted authority, 
might exercise its authority in program matters as outlined in paragraph 
7 on page 1O, under the heading "Programming", this section provides 
for three means of control or regulation by the board. first of all, 
general regulations applicable to all broadcasters alike; secondly, 
regulations differing between stations or groups of stations - for 
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for example, on the basis of profit potential and in relation to this, 
the words "regulatory requirements" are used; thirdly, through condi- 
tions on the licence which might be different.in any particular case, 
or might be the same for groups of similarly situated stations, 


It is our view that the authority conferred on the BBG should be 
Wide enough to permit the use of all these three means in the manner 
and under the conditions which the board finds appropriate. 


We note in the following section with reference to network opera- 
tion that the White Paper says, to us, surprisingly little about the 
operation of networks, which can have a very significant effect on 
programming of stations in relation to the national purposes or more 
specifically, the most important objective of national policy which is 
described as being "to preserve and strengthen the political, social 
and economic fabric of Canada" on page 5 of the White Paper. 


In the concluding section dealing with authority over programming 
in the public service, we have four quotations. They are of some 
length, but I.would like to read them into the record at this point 
because I think they are highly significant. On page 8 we read: 


The Canadian broadcasting system, comprising public and private 
sectors, must be regarded as a single system which should be regu- 
lated and controlled by a single independent authority. Itis 
therefore proposed that the powers and authority of the Board of 
Broadcast Governors, which require extension and clarification, 
shall be applicable to all broadcasters alike, and that the board 
itself shall be reconstituted. The government does not concur in 
the recommendation of the Advisory Committee that the regulatory 
authority should be responsible for management of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, However, the legislation will make it 
clear that the corporation will be subject to the regulatory power 
of the Board of Broadcast Governors in all matters affecting 
general broadcasting policy in Canada. 


And then on page 15: 


The new legislation will establish that the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation, as the public component of the national broad- 
casting system, will be subject to regulation and control by the 
Board of Broadcast Governors, and that the standards of quality 
and the nature of the service provided will be a condition of the 
licences granted to the corporation. Since monetary penalties 
would be ineffectual and the suspension of a licence impractical, 
the corporation will necessarily be required to comply with specific 
directions by the board in cases of breach of regulations or fai- 
lure to comply with the conditions of a licence. 


And then on page 16: 


--under the new legislation, some broad areas of broadcasting po- 
licy which may now be within the conmetence of the board of 
directors of the corporation will henceforth be subject to regula- 
tion by the Board of Broadcast Governors. 
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And then on page 12: 


The board will not, however, be empowered to give directions other 
than by generally applicable regulations or in the conditions of a 
licence, to any broadcaster in respect of specific programs. 


ir, Chairman, in reviewing these quotations, it appears to us that 
considerable clarification of the decision-making role of the Board of 
Broadcast Governors on the one hand, and of the directors of the corpo- 
ration on the other is necessary in translating these general proposi- 
tions into legislation which will avoid conflicts of jurisdiction bet- 
ween the two public agencies. This is the submission of the board." 


Statement of December 20, 1966 (Minutes of Proceedings and 
Evidence No. 32): 


"The White Paper on broadcasting appears to us to embrace two 
general approaches to the relationship between the Board of Broadcast 
Governors and the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. First of all, 
the relationship between the Board and the CBC should be similar to 
the relationship between the board and other components of the broad- 
casting system. The functions of the CBC Board of Directors should be 
similar to those of the board of directors of a private corporation 
engaged in broadcasting. 

Two quotations from the White Paper seem to bear out this approach: 
First of all, on page 3 it says, 


The powers and authority of the Board of Broadcast Governors 
shall be applicable to all broadcasters alike, 


And on page 16 under the heading, The Board of Directors, the em- 
phasis is on management and operational policy and quoting again, 
"judgment and experience of management matters", 


We have to note that there are obvious differences between the CBC 
and a private corporation, 


In the first place the directors of the corporation are appointed 
by the Governor in Council. 


Secondly, the funds which the directors of the CBC expend must be 
obtained at large part from the public treasury. 


Thirdly, the CBC may have directions from parliament bearing on 
its programaing and I quote from page 15: 


The new legislation will confirm objectives developed by the 
corporation. 


The second general approach seems to recognize that there are re- 
lations between the public sector and the private sector which make it 
necessary for the regulatory authority to oe concerned about the per- 
formance in both sectors; for example, on page 8 of the White Paper reads: 
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The Canadian Broadcasting system, comprising public and private 
sectors, must be regarded as a single system. However, the legis- 
lation will make it clear that the corporation will be subject to 
the regulatory powers of the Board of Broadcast Governors in all 
matters affecting general broadcasting policy in Canada, 


Im regard to this approach there is, first of all, the matter of 
affiliation agreements between the CBC and private stations which ob- 
viously establishes a direct contact between the corporation and the 
private sector. But the disposal of this matter is not at issue. In 
its brief the CEC said: 


The delegation of full powers to the BBG to ‘regulate the con- 
stitution of and conditions of affiliation to all television and 
radio networks, both public and private' is accepted in principle 
as the best arrangement available under present conditions where 
both CBC and private stations form part of the same network. 


A second feature of this approach in regard to relations which 
exist between the public sector and the private sector, we note that 
there is a form of competition for audience between the CBU and the pri- 
vate element. No broadcasting organization can be completely oblivious 
to the size of the audience it reaches, and in a two station situation 
the size of the audience secured by one station depends in part on the 
programs offered by the other station: the mix of programs in each 
case affects the audience distribution between the two. 


Thirdly, there is a competition for commercial revenues between 


. the CBC and the private element. The availabilities and rates in the 


public sector, and the revenues taken from the market by the public 
sector, aifect the rates and revenues in the private sector, and vice 
versa. So it can be argued that the public sector can be substantially 
affected by the conditions imposed by the board on the private sector. 
The Board of Broadcast Governors cannot effectively regulate the pri- 
vate sector without knowledge of and involvement in conditions affecting 
the performance of the public sector, 


‘I turn now to deal with the structure of the system. In our earlier 
presentation we noted that the government must, in so far as funds for 
capital purposes of the CBC come from the public treasury, be involved 
in and give directions to the CBC on the physical structure of its part 
of the total system. 


We raised some questions with respect to procedure. There are many 
directions in which the physical structure of the public system can be 
modified or extended in each of its several service parts, naniely: 
television, linglish and French language; AM radio, knglish and French 
language; FM radio, English and French language. The paths of extension 
include provision of first service, second service, perhaps even third 
service, either as originating outlets or repeater stations. So changes 
in the structure involve an intricate complex of priorities between 
the services and within each service between places. In parenthesis, 
the problem becomes even more complex if we include decisions affecting 
the introduction of new techniques such as colour television or satel- 
lite distribution. 3 
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It cannot be disputed that the decisions affecting structure of 
the public system can have considerable effect in the development of 
the structure of the private system. A Simple illustration may be 
helpful. The White Paper gives directions regarding the physical 
structure of the public service. It refers to the reservation of 
channels for the CBC in four places, It happens that the direction 
is consistent with the advice given by both the CBC and the BBG. 

Under this direction the CBC is applying for a station at saskatoon, 
the application is now in our hands and could be heard in January 1967. 


The CBC must have funds available to proceed with the construction 
of the facilities and the Board of Directors must have decided that 
expenditure on an outlet to provide second service takes precedence 
over some alternatives, and that Saskatoon takes priority over the 
other three places. When the application is heard, should it be 
within the competence of the board to question the decisions of the 
corporation in these matters and to deny the application if in the 
opinion of the Board, the CBC should rather accelerate its extension 
of first service or proceed in say, Saint John-Fredericton rather 
than Saskatoon, Again, in parenthesis, should the board be in a posi- 
tion to deny the application if in its opinion the expenditure on 
facilities appear to be excessive. This it seems to us is a managemamt 
decision. But these other decisions are not unrelated to the operations 
of the private sector which are no concern of the CBC. 


It would make some difference to the private stations and the pri- 
vate network if the CBC proceeded first in say, Sudbury, rather than 
in Saskatoon. If it is within the competence of the board to review 
the decisions of the directors of the CBC in such matters, should not 
the review occur before an application is dealt with at a public 
hearing. 


The application of the CBC for a station in Saskatoon illustrates 
the general problem in another way. The White Paper in reference to 
Saskatoon and the other three Locations says, and L quote: 


The provision of television service by the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation in these reserve locations will be inaugurated by 
means of repeater stations at first, as funds permit. 


And the board has endorsed the principle that the extension of CBC 
facilities should be by rebroadcasting or repeater stations. Now, the 
application of the CBC as received by the Department of Transport and 
referred to the board involves a total capital expenditure of $4,077,350 
of which $2,237,000 is for the studio site, studio building and studio 
equipment and furnishings, not including other expenses related to 
studio facilities. The government has advised the board that the 
Saskatoon station is to be a repeater station, but the Department of 
Transport has forwarded an application to the board which is not for 
a repeater station but rather a station with full studio production 
facilities. Presumably the estimates of the CBC for 1967-68 have been 
approved by the Treasury Board. We ask, where does all this leave the 
Board of Broadcast Governors? 
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We subscribe to the statement that public elements should predomi- 
nate in policy areas where a choice between the two is involved. ‘his 
means that the board of Broadcast Governors must know the directions 
of change and the structure of the public element in advance of deci- 
sions.it will have to make affecting the private element. it seems to 
us that whatever means are devised to enable the "Governor in Council" 
to give formal directions on the over-all pattern of coverage to be 
followed, these directions will be given in broad terms within which 
particular decisions will have to be made. ‘There are various reasons 
why the board should be involved in the decisions affecting the exten- 
sion of the public element including the effect that changes in struc- 
ture of the public element have on the private element. 


I quote again: 


the government accepts the recommendation of the Advisory Com- 
mittee that the corporation should be financed by means of a sta- 
tutory five year grant based on a formula related to television 
households, with a suitable borrowing authority far capital requi- 
rements. 


We note that both the CBC and the BBG have supported the proposal 
of a five year statutory grant for operating purposes. The capital 
expenditures of the CBC we understand are to be financed either wholly 
or completely by borrowing, presumably with the endorsation of the 
Minister of Finance. ‘The extent of the borrowing over the five year 
period will be related to the extension of the physical structure of 
the public service, including expenditures on consolidation in 
Montreal and ‘loronto, etc. 


The annual budgets of the corporation will make provision for ex- 
penditures on particular items of the physical structure. It appears 
to us that the board must be involved in the planning of the extension 
of the public service and related capital items on the five year basis 
and the annual basis. This means involvement by the board, that is, 
the BBG, in directions on coverage patterns given by the Governor in 
Council and also, so far as capital items are concerned, in the annual 
budgets of the CBC. 


How is this to be done? Although the board sees its involvement 
in these matters as inescapable, it does not suggest that the board 
should be the sole adviser of the cabinet in arriving at the direction 
or have exclusive authority to determine the capital items in the CBG 
annual budget. Both the CBC directors and the board should be involved. 


In the matter of the items of annual capital expenditures to be 
made within the general directions, if the BBG and the CBO cannot reach 
agreement, the BBG should forward to the cabinet the original submission | 
of the CBC together with the advice of the BbG. 


{i turn now to the question of programming and again, particularly 
the relations between the Hoard of Broadcast Governors and the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, fn our earlier presentation under the heading 
"Authority over Programing in the Public Service", we said, and I quote: 
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It appears to us that considerable clarification of the decision 
making role of the Board of Broadcast Governors, on the one hand, 
and of the Directors of the Corporation on the other, is necessary 
in translating these general propositions into legislation which 
will avoid conflicts of jurisdiction between the two public agencies. 


We have studied the brief presented to this Committee by the CBC 
and have noted the following recomnendations. 


That the Board of Broadcast Governors be given full authority 
for (ii) general broadcasting regulations. 


And again: 


We urge, however, that the proposal to issue individual condi- 
tions of licence for each CBC owned station be dropped. We feel 
this requirement is redundant since the goals of the CBC are to be 
part of the new legislation. This mandate will, in practice, com- 
prise the conditions of licence for all CBC stations which operate 
under a common policy direction and control. Separate conditions 
of licence for each CBC station could create added complexity and 
could conceivably be inconsistent with the requirements of the 
mandate. 


Under the heading "The Mandate of the Corporation" the White Paper 
says: 


Under the present Broadcasting Act, responsibility is assigned 
to the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation for the operation of a 
national broadcasting service. ‘The interpretation of this has 
been left largely to the Corporation itself, and it has fulfilled 
its prime responsibility to provide broadcasting services to the 
Canadian people as a whole in a manner that is altogether praise- 
worthy. 


The new legislation will confirm the objectives developed by 
the corporation which are to provide a complete and balanced ser- 
vice of information, enlightenment and entertainment for people 
of different ages, interests and tastes, including a high content 
of regional, national and international news, factual and inter- 
pretative reports, and programs devoted to all aspects of the arts, 
light entertainment, and sport. It should seek to use and develop 
Canadian artistic and cultural resources and talent, wherever si- 
tuated, to the maximum extent consistent with high standards of 
program quality. It should serve the two official language groups 
and the special needs of geographical regions, and it should ac- 
tively contribute to the flow and exchange of information, enter~ 
tainment and understanding between cultures and between regions. 


That is the end of the quotation from the White Paper, on the man- 
date of the CBC. | 


In our earlier presentation under the heading "The Exercise of Au- 
thority over Programming" we referred to the three means of control 
re ntioned in the White Paper and said:

the authority conferred on the BBG should be wide enough to 
permit the use of all three ne ans in the manner and under the 
conditions the board finds. appropriate. 


I want to differentiate between regulations dealing with the qua- 
lity of programs, of public acceptability of programs, other general 
regulations and conditions of the licence. 


First of all, with regard to regulations dealing with the quality 
or public acceptability of program matter, the board has a regulation 
prohibiting any station or network from broadcasting obscene, indecent 
ar profane matters, The recent episode of the "Sunday" program of 
November 27 illustrates the problem, If the general regulations of the 
board apply to all broadcasters alike and if, in the opinion of the 
board, the program, or any part of it, was indecent or obscene, the 
board should take action against the CBC but the White Paper itself 
exposes a problem. We quote: 


Since monetary penalties would be ineffectual and the suspen- 
sion of licence impractical, the corporation will necessarily be 
required to comply with specific directions by the board in cases 
of breach of regulations or failure to comply with the conditions 
of a licence. 


It appears to us that in this area of regulations, either the board 
would be pitting its judgment of acceptability against that of the ap- 
pointed directors of the CBC, or would become involved in management 
relations within the corporation. On balance, we think it would be 
preferable if the CBC directors were held directly responsible for the 
quality or public acceptability of their programs. 


Secondly, with respect to other general regulations - and I illus- 
trate with the general regulations we have today. This does not mean 
that there may not be other forms of general regulations as time goes 
on but I use these for purposes of illustration - the general regula- 
tions of the board are, in the main, proscriptive. They indicate to 
broadcasters what is not permissible. ‘There are only two exceptions, 
namely, the Canadian content regulations affecting television and the 
requirement of a minimim of 20 per cent in the category of arts, 
letters and sciences affecting F.M. radio. Although there are pro- 
blems of defining Canadian content and arts, letters and sciences, the 
regulations are quantative and comparatively objective. The minimum 
requirements provided for in both regulations apply to all broadcasters 
alike. 


It is the experience that private broadcasters in English speaking 
Canada operate close to the minimum required Canadian content. The 
reasons include either the lower costs of non-Canadian programs or the 
larger audience drawn to them. The same reasons do not apply, or do 
not apply equally to the CBC and, in fact, the CBC tends to operate 
above the required minimum. It does this by decision of the directors 
in interpreting its mandate. We can see no reason why the minimum 
Canadian content, consistent with the mandate of the CBC, should not 
be defined and incorporated into the general regulations; because of. 
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the competitive relations between the public service and the private 
service, this seems to be desirable, 


We would propose that, as a principle of regulation, if general 
regulations of a quantative character are to be enacted by the board, 
the board should have the authority to establish the minimum at diffe- 
rent levels for the public service and the private service and that in 
amending the regulations affecting one element, the board should be 
required to give consideration to the relationship with the regulations 
as they apply to the other element. Regulations can be enacted or 
amended only after public hearings. 


Thirdly, with respect to the conditions of the licence, the board 
has not had experience with this method of control. However, the board 
supports the proposal in the White Paper that this means be made avail- 
able to it under the authority to issue licences. Again, we use Cana- 
dian content to illustrate the problem. Except with respect to public 
affairs, the capacity to program locally produced Canadian content 
- material depends on revenues and talent resources in the comunity. 

As a general rule, both revenues and talent resources vary directly 
with the size of the market. In terms of local production, therefore, 
there would seem to be a case for differential regulations or condi- 
tions on licences which would require more Canadian content on metro- 
politan stations than on stations serving smaller urban or rural com- 
munities, But this overlooks the flow of information essential to: 
"the most important object of public policy, namely, to preserve and 
strengthen the political, social and economic fabric of Canada". It 
is part of the mandate of the CBC that: 


"It should seek to use and develop Canadian artistic and cul- 
tural resources and talent wherever situated, to the maximum which 
is then consistent with high standards of program quality. It 
should serve the two official language groups and the special 
needs of geographical regions and it should actively contribute to 
the flow of information, entertainment and understanding between 
cultures and between regions," 


The CBC performs these functions by the operation of networks, not 
merely because its outlets: “operate under a common policy, direction 
and control", 


It is our opinion that except possibly for some differential allow- 
ance for programs produced and broadcast locally, the requirement of . 
higher Canadian content in metropolitan markets than in smaller markets 
would be quite inconsistent with the concept of Canadian content and 
the objectives of public policy. Substantial equalization of Canadian 
material in broadcast communications to all Canadians is essential to 
meet the objectives of public policy. This, we believe, can be most 
effectively assured through network operations. It is achieved in the 
case of the public service through network operations. 


There is an insignificant difference in the pattern of progranming 


of stations owned and operated by the corporation. We would not anti- 
cipate much use of authority given to the board to place conditions on 
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the licences of individual CBC 0. and 0. stations. However, if diffe- 
rential conditions have to be placed on the private stations operating 
in the same markets as the CBC stations, it might be necessary to con- 
sider parallel conditions affecting the non-network programming of CBC 
stations. 


We, therefore, repeat the statement made in our earlier submission: 
The authority conferred on the BLG should be wide enough to per- 
mit the use of all three means in the manner and under the conditions 

the board finds appropriate. 


With respect to commercial regulations, we referred above to the 
competition for commercial revenues between the CBC and the private 
element. in reference to regulations affecting the program mix, we 
propose the principle that: 


ff general regulations of a quantative character are to be en- 
acted by the board, the board should have the authority to esta- 
blish the minimum at different levels for the public service and 
the private service and that in amending the regulations affecting 
one element, the board should be required to give consideration to 
the relationship with the regulations as they apply to the other 
element. 


We see no sufficient reason why the policy of the corporation with 
respect to commercials should not also be defined and incorporated into 
the general regulations according to a similar principle. 


In conclusion, we are concerned over the statement in the CBC brief 
to this Committee and I quote: 


12. It is the considered view of the directors of the corpora- 
tion that responsibility for the national broadcasting service 
cannot be successfully divided between two public boards. CBC 
program policies and operations are indivisible. To divide res- 
ponsibility for them is to divide the corporation - to weaken the 
CBC - and to weaken CBC is to weaken the service it provides. 


We are certainly not here in opposition to the public service. The 
broadcast service generally to the public would be incalculably poorer 
without it; and without it the board's problem of regulating a private 
system would be incredibly difficult. Neither would we wish to be party 
to any change which would weaken the public corporation in pursuing its 
primary purpose of providing the best possible programs consistent with 
the objectives of public policy. It may be that the changes we are 
endorsing would reduce the capacity of the corporation to interpret 
independently the objectives of public policy, but these are two diffe- 
rent matters. it may be impossible to predict how well changes will 
operate in practice, but we think some changes are necessary. 


We do not think that the involvement of the board in interpreting 


and applying directions with respect to the extension of physical fa- 
cilities would in any way limit the ability of the corporation to make 
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available the best possible program service from the operating revenues 
to be made available to it. Suppose that the regulations prescribed 
that if the minimum Canadian content for the private sector is 55 per 
cent, the minimum for the public sector is 65 per cent, or if the maxi- 
mum commercial time for the private sector is 12 minutes per hour, the 
maximum for the public sector is 8 minutes per hour. We find it dif- 
ficult to believe that such regulations weaken the public corporation 
or the service it provides. 


it seems to us that the real area of concern may well be how far 
the board will go in controlling broadcasting, either by regulation or 
conditions in the licence in either the public or tie private sector. 
We are against regulation for the sake of a display of authority. We 
do not believe that parliament intends or the public would accept a 
tight control over the substance of broadcasting. We believe that 
excessive regulation and control would destroy the vitality of broad- 
casting. We do not believe that control will create good broadcasting. 
Good broadcasting depends on the creative, imaginative people it can 
draw to it, both in management and in production," 


4. Public Hearing on the Opening Up of the UIIF Band 


In its Public Notice of August 22, 1966, the Board stated as 
follows: 


"In the list of public hearings for the remainder of 1966 and for 
1967, published on July 15, 1966, the Board indicated its intention to 
hold a public hearing at Ottawa on October 25, 1966, on the opening up 
of the UHF band for applications for television broadcasts. 


The provision of "second" public or private service, of extension 
of service in some locations, of providing coverage in either of the 
official languayes, and of educational television, together imply a 
heavy demand for the use of television channels. In some parts of 
Canada, it would appear to be impossible to initiate any further tele- 
vision service of any kind without access to UNF channels; and it is 
likely that in some areas there will be a heavy long term requirement 
for channels in this band. 


As a preliminary to a public hearing on the opening up of the UHF 
band, the Department of Transport, with the concurrence of the Board, 
convened a Technical Advisory Comuittee to provide advice to the 
biinister of Transport on the long range management and use of channels 
for AM, Fil and television broadcasting stations and particularly to 
consider and report upon any changes in the allocaiion of VHF channels 
which wuld appear to be in the public interest and which wuld make 
additional VU channels available. 


The Department is preparing a document showing existing assigned 
and unassigned VHF and UUF television channels in Canada. Persons 
wishing to make submissions to the Board for the October public 
hearing may secure copies of this document by writing to the Telecom- 
munications Branch, Department of Transport, Uttawa.

The Board is not prepared to receive briefs which propose changes 
in the allocation criteria of the Department of Transport. 


The Board is particularly interested in receiving representations 
on the following matters: 


(1) Possible reallocation of VHF Channels 


The Technical Advisory Committee has called attention to the fol- 
lowing possible reallocation of VHF channels: 


(a) Reallocation of Channel 6 from Toronto to London and a drop-in 
of limited Channel 5 in Toronto. . 


This would provide for second local VHF service or an educational 
station in the London area. 


To implement this change it would be necessary for CBLT, Toronto, 
to shift from Channel 6 to Channel 5, Channel 6 would be limited in 
the London area. The shift of Channel 6 from Toronto to London would 
provide for the use of Channel 6 in the Belleville-Kingston area at 
higher power than would be possible at present. 


To accommodate these moves, it would be necessary to change the 
site and the assignment of the Haliburton rebroadcasting station, 
-CKVR-TV-3, from limited Channel 5 to a limited Channel }. As an alter- 
native to Channel for CKVR-TV-3, Channel 6 could be used at Haliburton 
at the present site with an appropriate protection of Channel 6 allo- 
cated to the Belleville-Kingston area. 


(b) Reallocation of Channel 8 from Summerside, P.E.I., to Amherst, 
N.S., where it would be a limited channel. 


No comparable replacement channel would be available for Summerside. 


(c) Reallocation of Channel 9 from Quebec City to Sherbrooke where it 
would be a limited channel. 


(2) The Prospective Demand for Additional Channels for 
Commercial Television Stations 


This includes the demand for stations to provide "second" or "third 
or additional" stations by private broadcasters and the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. 


(3) The Long Term Potential Broadcasting Channel 
Requirements for Educational Television 


(a) To provide for the long term instructional needs of the schools, 
and for other educational needs, it is anticipated that mlti-chmnel 
television will be required in many parts of Canada. 


(b) To meet the needs for instructional television, and to conserve 
broadcasting channels, the Department of Transport is at present giving 
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study to the allocation of a special band in the vicinity of 2500 lic/s 
for multi-channel instructional television to schools. The system 
using this band would be designed to provide reception by all the 
schools or other instructional points within the coverage area. The 
transmissions will not generally be received in the homes. 


(4) Other Prospective Broadcasting Demands for Television Channels 


The Board would wish to know about other prospective broadcasting 
demands for channels, in addition to the demands for the normal exten- 
sion of commercial television service and for educational television 
service. 


(5) Priorities on the Use of Broadcast Channels 


The Board would wish to hear representations on priorities which 
should be established to meet these situations in which there is a 
scarcity of channels in relation to the demand for all purposes. 


(6) Means of Facilitating the Use of Channeis in the UHF Band 


The use of the UHF band is inevitable, and the demand in some 
situations is immediate, Reception of UHF signals is limited by the 
receiving facilities in homes. The Board would wish to hear represen- 
tations on means by which the number of all-channel sets in homes could 
be increased. 


The Board invites any person with an interest in these matters to 
submit a written brief dealing with any or all of the points set out 
in this notice by not later than October 17, 1966. The Board also 
invites persons submitting briefs to appear at the hearing in Ottawa 
on October 25, 1966, in order to present an oral summary of the brief 
and to answer questions concerning their briefs. Briefs should be sub- 
mitted in 20 copies and addressed to the Secretary, Board of Broadcast 
Governors, 8 Rideau Street, Ottawa. The Secretary should also be 
notified of persons intending to make oral representations at the 
hearing by October 17, 1966." 


On November 25, 1966, the Board announced as follows: 


"On August 22, 1966, the Board issued an announcement respecting a 
Public Hearing, to be held on October 25, to deal with the general 
subject of the opening up of the UHF band for television service. The 
announcement referred to, and invited representations on the dena nd 
for the use of channels for the national service, for private commer- 
cial service, and for the purposes of education. The announcement 
also referred to particular reallocations of VHF channels which had 
been noted as possible by the Technical Advisory Committee to the De- 
partment of Transport. At the Public Hearing on October 25 and 26, 
the Board heard representations on all of these matters. Thirty-eight 
briefs were presented, including briefs from the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, Canadian Association of Broadcasters, National Community 
Antenna Television Association, and Trans-Canada Telephones. Fourteen 
briefs referred directly to the demand for television channels for 
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educational purposes, These submissions included representations from 
the Department of Education, Province of Ontario, the Department of 
Education, Province of Alberta, the Nova Scotia Advisory Council on 
School Television, Department of Education, and others. A number of 
submissions were received with respect to channel reallocations in 
Ontario and the Maritime Provinces. A brief was received referring 
to a Canadian space satellite to be used to relay signals to a large 
number of ground transmitters operating the idle VHF channel alloca- 
tions or on UHF where no VHF channels are available. 


1. A Canadian Space Satellite, with a 
Network or Ground Stations 


The submission received at the Public Hearing proposed a space 
satellite (CANSAT) and a network of ground stations (NIV). The propo- 
sal was presented as a package, the network of stations being dependent 
on the operation of the satellite. Designated agencies of the Govern- 
ment of Canada also have been giving attention to the technical possi- 
bilities of space distribution in telecommunications and to the inter- 
natLonal aspects of this potential development. The particular proposal 
diselosed at the Board's Public Hearing has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Minister responsible to Parliament for broadcasting and to 
the Cabinet Committee on Broadcasting in order that it may be examined 
by the designated agencies. 


fe Reallocation of VHF Channels 


(a) The Board's announcement of August 2e, 1966, referred to a 
possible reallocation of Channel 6, Toronto, now occupied by the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation (CBLT) to London, Ontario; and the use 
by CBLI of Channel 5 in Toronto. 


With respect to this possibility the brief of the Corporation 
stated: 


"Io make Channel 6 available in the London area involves the move 
of CBLT, Toronto, from Channel 6 to Channel 5. While this move is 
obviously an important one for the Corporation, we believe it is 
justified by the benefit to the Canadian public which would result 
from the addition of an extra VHF channel at London and the in- 
crease in power which would become possible in the Belleville- 
Kingston area" ... "if the channel allocation changes being dis- 
cussed at this Hearing do result in Channel 6 being made available 
in the London area, it (the Corporation) will request that this 
channel will be reserved for subsequent assignment to the CBC." 


The Board supports the change in channel for CBLT, Toronto, 
from Channel 6 to Channel 5, and is prepared to hear an application 
by the Ca poration for the change in frequency, not later than its 
Hearing of June 20, 1967. If CBLT changes frequency to Channel 5, 
and Channel 6 is then released, among the various proposals for the 
use of Channel 6, the Board believes the public interest would best 
be served by an application from the Ca poration for the use of Chan- 
nel 6 at London, This preference is consistent with the Board's 
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statement, in its announcement of October 5, 1966, respecting the ex- 
tension of the public service. 


(bo) ‘The Board's announcement of August 22, 1966, referred to a 
possible reallocation of Channel 8 from Summerside, Prince Hdward 
Island, to Amherst, Nova Scotia. 


Channel 8 is unassigned and, in the opinion of the Board, 
the optimum use of this channel would require that it be reallocated. 
At the present time, the relocation of this channel is limited to a 
narrow area running south from Summerside, due to a co-channel at 
Presque Isle and an adjacent channel at New Glasgow. The Board is not 
prepared, at this time, to recommend the reallocation of Channel 8 to 
the location of Amherst. This decision will not delay the extension 
of alternative television service in the Maritime Provinces. The Board 
has already announced (announcement of October 5, 1966, on ixtension 
of Television Service) that it was not in a position to hear specific 
applications for second television service until after February, 1967. 


(c) ‘The Board's announcement of August 22, 1966, referred to a 
possible reallocation of Channel 9 from Quebec City to Sherbrooke, 
Province of Quebec. In January, 1962, the Board received an enquiry 
through the Department of Transport about the transfer of Channel 9 
from Quebec City to Sherbrooke. Quebec City has ) VHF channels and 
Sherbrooke has one, 


In the opinion of the Board there is an eventual need for a 
second VHF channel at Sherbrooke and the only possibility is to trans- 
fer Channel 9 from Quebec City. Accordingly the Board recommends to © 
the Department of Transport that Channel 9 be transferred to Sherbrooke. 


The Opening Up of the UHF Band: General 


(a) It is evident to the Board from the submissions it received 
at the Public Ilearing, from educational authorities with respect to 
educational television, from the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation with 
respect to the national broadcasting service, and from private broad- 
casters with respect to commercial broadcasting, that the public inte- 
rest can be served by early utilization of UHF channels in a number of 
Locations. 


fhe Board, therefore, recommends that the Minister of Transport 
should now accept applications involving the use of UHF channels, and 
should forward these to the Board of Broadcast Governors as required 
by, and for the purposes set out in, Section 12 of the Broadcasting Act. 


(b) in its announcement of October 5, 1966, the Board re-affirmed 
its policy of not recommending additional television licences in loca= 
tions now served by two Canadian stations, and announced that it would 
be ready to receive applications for second Canadian television service 
after February, 1967. ‘The Board is advising the Minister of Transport 
that, also after February, 1967, the Board will be prepared to hear any 
applications for additional television licences in Montreal and Toronto, 
and to recommend on them. 
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(c) Many of the submissions received by the Board on the opening 
up of the UHF band supported legislative action designed to promote 
the acquisition by the public of home receivers capable of receiving 
UHF signals. The view appears to be widely held that such action 
would contribute substantially to the establishment of broadcasting 
on the UHF band. The Board has brought this to the attention of the 
Cabinet Committee on Broadcasting. 


(d) Some submissions suggested that to assist in the establish- 
ment of commercial stations on UHF channels, licensees operating on 
UHF channels should be relieved of some of the regulations of the 
Board applicable to stations operating on VUF channels. Prospective 
applicants who may be preparing applications for the use of UNF chan- 
nels should expect to have to operate under the general regulations of 
the Board. 


h. Educational Television 
(a) keservation of Channels for Educational Television. 


Most of the briefs submitted by educational bodies proposed 
extensive reservation of channels, e.g., reservation of the two best 
unassigned channels in every location, for educational television. In 
the opinion of the Board, it would be unwise to adopt a policy of such 
extensive reservation of chamels for uIV, for the following reasons: 


Gi) There is still considerable uncertainty regarding the most ef- 
fective electronic means to serve the purposes of the educational 
authorities. Evidence of interest on the part of educators in 
use of coaxial cable and of other parts of the spectrum, @efe, 
the 2500 Mc/s band, to distribute programs to educational insti- 
tutions indicates that these means of distribution may predomi- 
nate, and significantly limit the dependence, for educational 
purposes, on broadcast channels. 


(ii) Wone of the Provinces have, at this time, submitted plans for 
the use of broadcasting facilities which justify the immediate 
reservation of the two best unassigned channels in any location 
for educational television. In some provinces there appear to 
be no plans at all. In the opinion of the Board, reservation 
of channels for educational purposes should follow rather than 
precede substantial evidence on the part of educational autho- 
rities of commitment to the use of television facilities as an 
effective means of advancing their purposes. 


(iii) There are other prospective demands for channels for general 
broadcasting, including demands of the national service, which 
may prove more urgent, at least in some situations. In its 
announcement of October 5, 1966, the Board reaffirmed its view 
that the best long-run pattern of broadcasting service, where 
two Canadian services are available, is a complete national 
public service and a private service. Where there is now only 
one, mixed, service the achievement of this objective will 
require additional channels to be occupied by the Canadian 
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Broadcasting Corporation; and, at the Public Hearing, the Cor- 
poration referred to its needs to implement the policy of service 
in the language of habitual use expressed in the White Paper on 
Broadcasting. tleference was also made at the Public Hearing to 
Canadian advertising. being placed on stations in the United 
States whose signals: are received in Canada, because of lack of 
comercial availabilities on Canadian stations in some situa- 
tions. 


The Board of Broadcast Governors has been requested to coordi- 

nate the planning work for the Federal Government in connection 
with educational television. The Board will welcome proposals 

from the provinces as to the channels which should be reserved 

in relation to a considered plan for the development of the use 
of television in the educational systen. 


(bo) The use of VHF or UHF Channels for Educational Television. 


The Board heard substantial submissions from three Provinces - 
Ontario, Alberta and Nova Scotia. The first two provinces have, either 
directly through the Department of Education (Ontario) or indirectly 
through a metropolitan educational television association (Alberta) , 
submitted applications for licences. The representations of the Pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia expressed a preference for a continuation and 
expansion of the present co-operative arrangements with the CBC; and 
offered no prospect of an early application for a channel for educa- 
tional purposes. 


(i) The application of the Province of Ontario is for the use of 
Channel 19 (UHF) at Toronto. Some time ago the Board recommended 
the reservation of Channel 19 in Toronto for educational pur- 
poses. The recommendation was accepted by the Department of 
Transport; and the reservation is still in effect. The Board 
has advised the Department of Transport that it confirms the 
reservation of Channel 19 for ETV in Toronto. 


(41) The application of the Province of Alberta is for the use of 
Channel 11 (VHF) in Edmonton, Under the allocation plan, four 
VHF channels are allocated to Edmonton - Channels 3, 5, ll and 
13. Chamel 5 has been assigned and is occupied by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation (CBXT). Channel 3 has been assigned 
and is occupied by Sunwapta Broadcasting Ltd. (CFRN-TV). The 
application for the use of Channel ll in Edmonton requests the 
use of the channel on an experimental basis. If Channel ll is 
assigned and used for educational television on an experimental 
basis, experience useful to the development of educational tele- 
vision generally will be obtained. There will also remain allo- 
cated to Edmonton one unassigned VHF channel (Channel 13). 


The situation in Canada varies locally from particular situa- 
tions in which, regardless of the number of existing outlets, 
additional broadcast service can be secured only with the use 
of channels in the ultra high frequency band; to other sit ua- 
tions in which although two services are already available VHF 
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channels are still unused. Under these conditions, it seems 

to the Board to be indefensible to apply a policy that WIV must 
proceed only on channels in the UHF band. in situations in which 
only UHF channels are available, thcre is no possibility of 

using VUF channels for educational television. A general po- 
licy of confining educational television to the UF band implies 
a consistent preference for a third or fourth channel for gene- 
ral, commercial broadcasting over a first educational outlet. 

The Board believes it would be inadvisable to build this prefe- 
rence into the policy respecting educational television outlets. 


(c) The use of the 2500 lic/s band for Educational Purposes. 


Some of the briefs presented at the Hearing referred to the 
possible use by educational authorities of the so-called 2500 Mc/s 
band, The Board is aware that many educational systems, particularly 
in the U.S. are making use of this band and that more and more groups 
are considering to do so. The Board should point out that under the 
present legislation the administration of this band comes under the 
authority of the Federal Department of Transport. The Department of 
Transport has informed the Board that - it 'proposes to license both 
the transmitting and receiving facilities of such systems, subject to 
tne availability of frequencies, technical acceptability of the pro- 
posed system, and other considerations. This means that no one can 
establish a receiving station unless specifically authorized to do so. 
The licensed station will be subject to the provisions of the Kadio 
Act and the General Radio Regulations made thereunder,! " 


5. Educational Broadcasting 


In December, 1966, the Board was asked by the Government to 
take the necessary steps within the limits of the present legislation 
to develop policies and plans for the introduction of educational broad- 
casting and to get in touch with the provinces immediately interested in 
the use of broadcasting for educational purposes. 


In this respect, consultations were held throughout the year 
with the provinces most immediately concerned. 


The Board also cooperated with the Department of Education of 
Newfoundland and Memorial University for the organization of an inter- 
national conference on educational broadcasting which took place in 
ot. John's, Newfoundland, in September, 1966. ‘The conference was attended 
by some one hundred educators and ETV specialists from Newfoundland and 
other Canadian provinces and by about fifteen KETV specialists from the 
United States, the United Kingdom, Japan and Italy.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF BROADCAST GOVERNORS 


The Broadcasting Act 


Part I of the Broadcasting Act, 1958, refers to the Board of 
Broadcast Governors and sets out in Section 10 the general objects and 
purposes of the Board. 


Other sections, dealing with the organization of the Board, 
specify its regulatory powers; prescribe the procedures with respect to 
applications for licences, increases in power, changes of facilities, 
and changes of location of broadcasting stations; provide authority for 
the establishment of networks; limit the participation in broadcasting 
stations by "non-Canadian interests"; set conditions governing political 
broadcasting; and make provision for prohibitions, penalties and suspen- 
sion of station licences. Under the authority vested by the Act, the 
Board has enacted the Radio (TV) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio 
(AM) Broadcasting Regulations, the Radio (FM) Broadcasting Regulations 
and the Board of Broadcast Governors! Procedure Regulations. 


Part II of the Broadcasting Act refers to the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. The Corporation is an operating body established 
"for the purpose of operating a national broadcasting service" with power, 
inter alia, to "maintain and operate broadcasting stations and networks 
of broadcasting stations; establish, subject to the approval of the 
Governor in Council, such broadcasting stations as the Corporation con- 
siders necessary and desirable; make agreements with broadcasting stations 
for the broadcasting of network programs". 


The Board and the Corporation both report to Parliament through 
the Secretary of State.

Companies or for Changes in Ownership of Stations 


The Board dealt with 127 applications for changes in ownership of 
broadcasting stations or share ownership of broadcasting companies and 
made recommendations to the Minister of Transport on all of them. Of 
these, 22 were heard at public hearings. 


Appendices C and D list all applications referred to the Board 
by the Minister of Transport under the provisions of Section 118 of the 
General Radio Regulations issued pursuant to the Radio Act and the Board's 
recommendations on them. 


Appendix C lists those applications for a change of share dis- 
tribution in broadcasting companies in which no change of ownership or 
control was involved. Appendix D lists those applications in which a 
change of ownership or control was involved. In these latter cases, the 
Board's recommendation was made following the consideration of the appli- 
cations at a public hearing.

Enforcement of the Repulations 


Although the Board noted a number of instances of infractions of 
regulations, in most cases satisfactory explanations were received from 
the licensees, so that in fact it was only necessary to institute one 
prosecution. 


The offence in the case of television stations was the violation 
of Radio (T.V.) Broadcasting Regulation 8, and in the case of radio stations, 
the violation was of liadio (A.M.) Broadcasting Regulation 7. Only one 
prosecution was launched, and a fine was awarded against CFCN-TV Calgary. 


The Board's check on the operation of broadcasting stations, the 
examination of logs and the monitoring of programs has been intensified, 
with a resultant decrease in the rate of infraction of regulations.

Other Matters of Concern to the Board 
16 CATV Applications 


Under the policy and procedures announced by the Minister of 
Transport on July 22, 1964, the Board continued to advise the Minister 
on the possible impact of CATV applications on existing broadcasting 
stations or on the provision of alternative service. 


In the fiscal year ended March 31, 1968, the Minister referred 
122 CATV applications to the Board. The number included applications for 
new licences, extensions of existing systems, and changes in the channels 
carried. The Board found that119 of them, in its judgement, would not 
make the operation of existing television stations uneconomical or 
inhibit the provision of alternative service. 


2. Colour Television 


The Board has dealt with applications for the introduction of colour 
in four categories: (A) only to transmit programs in colour received 
through a network; (B) to transmit network colour programs and to produce 
and transmit colour film programs and announcements and commercials on 
film or slide; (C) to add to the requirements under (B) the installation 
and operation of colour videotape equipment; and (D) to produce and 
transmit colour programs by all means available.

At the public hearing on February 6, 1968, the Board considered 
applications from 116 broadcasting stations for licences to operate the 
existing stations after March 31, 1968. 


It was the opinion of the Board that the new regulatory body, 
proposed by Bill C-163, ought to have an opportunity at an early date 
to review the operation of broadcasting stations. Therefore, the 
maximum period recommended for any station was two (2) years. In 
arriving at a decision of one (1) or two (2) years, the Board took 
into account the number of licences which would expire in 1969 and 
1970 and that a licensee with two (2) or more stations should, if 
possible, have all his renewal applications heard at the same time. 


Ie The Board recommended that licences be granted with an 
expiry date of March 31, 1969, for the following stations:
